’vealways considered quality detective novels 
as good, light summer reading. Back in the early 
nineties, I discovered the works of Raymond 
Chandler. It is to Chandler that we owe a great debt 
in his making the detective novel a “legitimate” form 
of literature. His plots were always quite convoluted, 
but he wrote such amazing dialogue, that the reader 
really doesn’t care. 

The author of “Death on the Nile,” Agatha 
Christie, was a very different type of detective nov- 
elist. Unlike Chandler, Christie (said to be the best- 
selling fiction writer of all time) was a practitioner of 
the “whodunit” style, where the reader is subtly en- 
couraged to speculate on who committed the ghastly 
murder. I’ve read a bit of Christie and her stuff was 
pretty good. She was very talented at creating inter- 
esting characters, even-if the main focus of her sto- 
ries was on speculating about suspects. 

One such character was the master detective 
Hercule Poirot, the character that is the center of 
this movie. Poirot is a small man and very fastidious 


in his habits. He is very particular in manner of dress, 
which is somewhat antiquated. Poirot is rather po- 


‘lite and to a certain degree unassuming, unless he is 


getting close to revealing the malefactor. He is very 
picky about his food. Today, we would call a man 
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Armie Hammer and Gal Gadot 


like him an obsessive-compulsive. The character of 
Poirot appears in 33 of Miss Christie’s novels, two 
of her plays and 50 of her short stories. 

Now to the film. Poirot (Kenneth Branaugh) 
witnesses Jacqueline de Bellefort (Emma Mackey) 


introduce her old friend Linnet (Gal Gadot) to her 
fiancé Simon Doyle (Armie Hammer — in real life 
the late globalist Armand Hammer’s son!) ina Lon- 
don nightclub.

The director, Kenneth Branaugh, and his cin- 
ematographer, Haris Zambarloukos, seem intent on 
turning the movie into a kind of travelogue with huge 
drone shots of desert sands, soaring views of the 
Nile and pretty shots of the luxurious super-yacht. 
This is amisguided approach. Mystery/Crime mov- 
ies are at their best when they have a darker, inti- 
mate mood. Branaugh should have taken a few clues 
from film noir and presented the story in a more claus- 
trophobic atmosphere. In this type of film the audi- 
ence needs to feel the breath of the killer on the backs 
of their necks.

Apart from Branaugh as Poirot, I really didn’t 
feel any sympathy for the main characters. Screen- 
writer Michael Green was unable, in my opinion, to 
make the viewer care much when they get “knocked 
off.”

-views in Hollywood, the producers shoehorned as 
many Black characters into the plot as possible.
